And now I give you the laziest, most good-for-nothing outfit 
in the United States Congress: 
The House of Representative’s Committee on Standards of 
Official Conduct. It’s bob-tailed name is “The House Ethics 
Committee.” It’s job is to make sure the members of the 
House conduct themselves in a manner befitting the 
reputation of that august body. 
The committee was formed nine years ago in a fit of self- 
righteousness. It has yet to nail — or even try' to nail — a 
congressman for the error of his ways Not that there 
haven’t been reasons to act: 
—Gulf Oil Corp. acknowledged that its Washington office 
had shovelled out some $10 million in illegal contributions to 
candidates, including at least four incumbent Represen­ 
tatives (heads rolled at Gulf but not one congressman has 
been called before the Ethics Committee). 


—Phillips Petroleum also allowed as how it had given 
funds to candidates for congress (but not one of the ten 
members who had received the money has been questioned 
— let alone censured by the housekeepers of propriety). 
—Rep. Michael Harrington (Mass) publicly admitted he 
had purposefully divulged secret information regarding CIA 
activities in Chile (but the “ ethics gang’’ found a loophole in 
the House Rules and a way out of pursuing charges against 
Harrington). 
Every week new information links congressmen who sit on 
defense procurement committees to gifts and favors from 
defense contractors. So far, not one recipient of such favors 
has been called on the carpet. As far as its members are 
concerned, Watergate is over the dam. 
Rep. John J. Flynt (Ga) excuses all this. He says the nine- 
year-old committee “ has to feel its way’’. That it takes time 
to figure out procedure and program. 
Well, what else can you expect when the inmates run the 
institution. Foxy-loxies may bell the cat — but never another 
fox. 
And so the House Ethics Committee sits, but never acts. 
And the members of the House go right on conducting 
themselves in a manner befitting the reputation of that 
august body.

D EAR PO LLY — I was most interested in the letter from 
Phadra who is not able to get her three-year-old to go to sleep 
before ll o'clock at night Most children have a tendency to 
resist going to bed but they need their rest Remember Mother 
is boss in establishing a bedtime routine for a child so he will 
be relaxed and ready for sleep 
An hour before bedtime, give him a leisurely warm bath and 
then allow sufficient time for putting on pajamas, washing 
teeth, getting a drink of water and so on. followed bv a time 
for stones, rocking, etc. Then tuck the child in bed and kindly 
but firmly insist that he stays there. I find it helps if the house 
is relatively quiet, so he does not feel he is missing anything 
Although, at first, many evenings may be spent putting him 
back in bed and staying nearby to see he stays there, he will 
eventually settle into the routine Some allow the child to 
' read'' in bed or even to get up as long as he stays in his own 
room. Mother will be more relaxed and ready for the next day 
if she has at least some of the evening for herself So both 
mother and child should benefit from an established bedtime 
routine. 
The following are a few hints that work well in a household 
with a baby or toddler If diapers are put in the laundry tub 
where the washing machine empties they are pre-rinsed. so 
water, time and detergent are saved. Children can also learn 
responsibility and neatness at an early age if given en­ 
couragement. and the requisites for organization such as 
hooks for coats are placed on closet doors at a height the child 
can reach There should also be baskets for hats, mittens and 
boots and shelves and containers for books and toys. Each 
child can be encouraged, by praising not nagging, to put one 
toy away before getting out another I believe children feel 
better about helping themselves rather than having mother 
wait on them —CAROL L.

How to start 
exercise program

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
very anxious to get started on 
an exercise program that will 
help protect me from a heart 
attack I am 29 years old and 
consider myself out of shape, 
although I am not exceptional­ 
ly tat or anything like that 
I need to know what kind of 
exercise I should do for my 
heart and lungs What I really 
want are some specifics as to 
xx hat I can expect from an ex­ 
ercise program, how I should 
start it and how fast I should 
increase my level of exercise 
Should I start right out jogg 
i ng. 
o r 
w h a t 
d o 
y o u 
recommend? How should I 
judge how much exercise I am 
doing so that I won t overdo it 
and get into trouble'.’ It you 
have any information on this 
area I would appreciate hav­ 
ing it 
DEAK HEADER 
You are 
wise to find out what to do 
before you start Many a good 
exercise program has gone 
down the drain because the in­ 
dividual didn't have a d e a r 
idea .is to what he could 
achieve with the program or 
how to go about doing it 
To give you a thumbnail 
sketch, the important princi­ 
ple can be put in two words, 
gradual and consistent 
S t a r t 
y o u r 
e x e r c i s e 
program by walking at a com ­ 
fortable speed 
Perhaps you 
can start off at 15 minutes a 
day unless you have been ex­ 
ercising quite a bit in the past 
From there gradually build up 
until you are able to walk 
three miles in an hour comfor­ 
tably and are able to do this 
day after day without undue 
fatigue 
From this point on 
you 
can start 
introducing 
short periods of jogging steps 
followed by walking, being 
careful never to get yourself 
fatigued, until von are able to 


jog at a fairly steady pace. 
You can use your heart rate 
during exercise as a guide to 
how you are doing. I would 
certainly recommend staying 
under a heart rate of 140 beats 
per minute even at your young 
age. People in their middle 
40s to 60 should probably stay 
at heart rates below 120 beats 
per minute during exertion 
T h e s e l e v e l s a r e c o n ­ 
siderably below the maximum 
heart rate that can be achiev­ 
ed and that's the whole pur­ 
pose The idea is to stay suf­ 
ficiently below the level of 
your maximum capacity so 
that you don't really strain 
your heart and cause trouble. 
One word of caution: do not 
race the clock Remember it s 
not tim e that s im portant. 
You can jog comfortably at a 
rate that increases your heart 
and lung function to about 60 
per cent of its m axim um 
capacity and do an adequate 
job ol improving your heart 
and lung function The people 
who push the clock or race 
when they are not in good 
physical condition are the 
ones who get into trouble with 
exercise programs for their 
heart and lungs 
Almost all 
known h e a rt a tta c k s and 
deaths associated with jogg­ 
ing are related to unusual ex­ 
ertion or efforts to increase 
speed as in racing a friend or 
the clock 
I'd like to recommend that 
you send 50 cents each for two 
Health Letters, number 1-11 
and number 1-12 These are 
entitled Exercise.
